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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application, Amendments, and/or Claims 

Applicant's election of Invention II (claims 5-9) without traverse in Paper No. 6 
is acknowledged. It should be noted that claims will be examined insofar as they read on the 
elected Invention and Species. Claims 1-4 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected Inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claims 5-9 are under examination in the Instant Application. 

Informalities 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Sequence Rules: 

The instant application is not fillly in compliance with the sequence rules, 37 CFR 1.821- 
1.825, because each disclosure of a sequence embraced by the definitions set forth in the rules is 
not accompanied by the required reference to the relevant sequence identifier (i.e., SEQ ID NO:). 
This occurs in the Figure 1, for example. Sequence identifiers for figures may be inserted into 
the figures themselves or into the Brief Description of the Figures. 

Filing History 

The filing history in the first paragraph of the specification, per 35 USC 120, must be 
updated. For example, the application listed is now Patent 6,080,549. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections/Objections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 
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Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over Deth, et al 
(April 1, 1996, Biol. Psychiatry, 39: 504) who disclose methods utilizing cells comprising D4 
receptors to identify drugs useful for the treatment of Schizophrenia, using measurement of 
phospholipid methylation as an endpoint. This reference clearly anticipates the claimed methods 
of the instant disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, indefmiteness. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, -second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims recite a "related neuropsychiatric disorder". However, one skilled in 
the art cannot determine the metes and bounds of the claimed invention because it cannot be 
determined how a second recited neuropsychiatric disorder need be related to schizophrenia. 
Amending the claim to recite a particular neuropsychiatric disorder, or reciting precise functional 
language (e.g., neuropsychiatric disorders involving D4 Dopamine receptors) would be remedial. 

Conclusion 

Claims 5-9 are rejected for the reasons cited above.
